The subject was the “ In­ 
ductive Study of the History of Mod­ 
ern English L iterature,” a 
subject 
which at the hands of the lecturer was 
made intensely stimulative of thought 
In his introduction the speak er defined 
the term inductive as applied to the 
subject of study, comparing and con­ 
trasting the inductive and the deduc­ 
tive methods of study. 
The aim and 
relative value of each of those were 
considered and clearly set forth, and 
the inductive method, was deemed the 
best for obtaining an inclusive view 
of the literature of a nation. 
The year 1650 
was tak en as an ap 
proximate starting point of change in 
our mode of study. 
Originality was 
defined to be that quality of mind 
whether expressed in art or literature 
—which comes from direct lusight into 
life and nature. 
Burns was tak en as 
an example of originality in this re 
spect, his personal contact with nature 
impressing itself 
not only 
on 
his 
thought, but on the expression of his 
thought. 
“ A mon’s a rnoa for a ’that," 
was a sentiment in t he |>oet» ' day bold- 
ly original. 
The Elizabothean period of litera­ 
ture 
(1559—1903) 
was 
inductively 
brought boforethe class, and specimens 
of Spencer's jn>etry and Bacons’ prose, 
and the work s of others of that period 
were brought out and inferences drawn 
as to their traits and style. Influence 
and claims to permanence. 
They were 
shown to jhi hhohs originality, spontane­ 
ity, sincerity, command of jx>etie dic­ 
tion, melody, and vivid imagery.

giants, lifting the world U|M*n 
their 
hugh shoulders. 
This ago saw the 
grand 
'achievement 
of 
tho 
first 
circumnavigation 
of 
the 
globe, 
laying the foundation for tho wonder­ 
ful maritime development that lias fol­ 
lowed. 
Tho discoveries in astronomy 
too, at this time, radically changed 
tha t science; may in fact 1m» said to 
have created the true science out of 
tho crude astrology of the past. 
Tho 
age was intensely human. 
T hought 
was not only original, six>ntaneons, 
cheerful; but it was also broad and 
lofty. 
There was a love of nature, and 
enthusiasm'k indled imagination, cre­ 
ating an atmosphere for poetry as well 
as for practical achievement. 
This was succeeded in the time of 
the Stuarts (1603 1650) by an artificial 
period, in which in general the fresh­ 
ness of imagination and passion were 
subdued. 
Much of the verse of this 
period is of a so-called metaphysical 
type, in which fanciful conceits and 
forced ingenuity tak e the plary of 
ge n­ 
uine feeling and of imagination. 
True 
sentiment gave place to sentimentality, 
and the |MM*t'a frenzy was expended on 
an ode to his lady-love’s eye-brow. 
Amid all this, however, there was 
much genuine iMMilry and the great 
names of the period do not repnwont 
the popular tendencies. 
In 
prose, 
tho themes were largely religious or 
ethical. 
Following the execution of Charles 
the First, was a period of ten years in­ 
terruption of the Commonwealth, in 
which 
we 
have much of Milton's 
prose. 
Then 
we 
have 
the Res­ 
toration period (1660-1700) which may 
1m» styled the time of the “Corrupt” 
Drama, In which there was less of fan­ 
tastic conceits than in the Stuart per­ 
iod, but little, however, of true poetry, 
mostly vesified sense and wit. 
The 
themes of the l>ost verse of the time 
{except Milton’s greater poems; 
were 
religious and jKilitical satire. 
This 
k ind of verse began with Butler and 
Dryden and reached its highest devel­ 
opment in the next century in Rope. 
The Critical Period (1700-17*1 
rep­ 
resented by Roj>e and others of the 
formally correct school, placed the in­ 
tellectual element uppermost in verse 
arid in prose. 
In the meantime began 
to arise, with Thompson, Gray, Gold­ 
smith and others as representatives, a 
school of poetry that may 1m» called 
the Natural or iiomantie in distinction 
from the Formal school of 
P ojmu an 
expression of the natural feelings and 
imagination 
rather 
than 
versified 
thought and wit. This transition peri­ 
od extended from 1781 to the begining 
of the present century, and ended with 
Keats. 
The second creative 
period, 
from 
1*00 to 1822, covers the time of rwx>tt, 
Byron, 
Shelley, 
Keats, 
Coleridge. 
S o u the y, Wordsworth ami of the Eng­ 
lish essayists and reviewers, and its 
literature ha* more of freshness-and vi­ 
tality of nature and human life than at 
any time since the 16th century. 
The speak er concluded with a glance 
at the present age of English literature.

C H IN E S E JOU RN A LISM . 


TW Peking G u M tr 'i Oid A g e and It* Two 
Edition*. 
The oldest and most important of 
the Chinese newspapers, the Peking 
Gazette, dates from the eighth cen­ 
tury. It is a kind of bulletin of laws 
and oftioial or^an, publishing the 
details relative to every movement 
and incident in the imperial court 
as well as the officials r.nd a record 
of the sitting s of the tribunals. 
These communications are furnish­ 
ed to Tho Gazette’s editor by tlio 
functionaries of tho palace; tln'y 
are set up with an infinite care and 
are printed only after having been 
revised and corrected very atten­ 
tively. They are not published con­ 
sequently till two or three days aft­ 
er having been communicated to the 
(« liter, who meanwhile keeps pub­ 
lishing a daily unofficial edition of 
The Gazette. 
The pajR*r is sold in 
tho streets of Peking by news vend­ 
ers and criers. 
The subscription 
price of the official edition is about 
14 a month; of the unofficial edition, 
13. There is a manuscript edition 
which oosts $6 monthly. 
Outside of the capital tho fir-t 
Chinese paper published appeared 
at Shanghai about 30 years ago. 
It 
was soon followed by the Tion-tsin 
J ournal and the Canton J ournal. 
These newspapers were founded hv 
Europeans, who were, in fact, only 
nominally in charge, the real inspi­ 
rators and editors of those independ­ 
ent sheets being literati, mandarins 
anxious to place themselves beyond 
the roach of imperial persecutions. 
There are, indeed, no restrictive 
laws against the press in China, but 
neither are there laws guaranteeing 
the freedom of writing and speak­ 
ing, so that Chinese journalists are 
always at tho mercy of the police. 
Tho Shanghai News, which is the 
type of Chinese independent papers, 
is sold for 1 cent a number. 
It con­ 
tains an editorial similar to a maga 
zine article, well studied, well writ­ 
ten and treating of 
political and 
social questions. Official deeroos are 
published in tho columns of The 
News, as well as local information, 
cable dispatches and sporting ro- 
jxirts, for there are horse races at 
¡Shanghai. 
The regular 
reporters 
are able and intellig ent; they dis­ 
guise themselves in order not to be 


recognized a> belonging to The News 
corps. 
Hut they have not yet come 
to the practice of interviewing. 
The French J esuit missionaries 
have founded a 1 cent newspaper, 
which was a monthly at first and 
is now semiweekly. 
It is read by 
the Chinese Catholics. There are al­ 
so a few scientific and literary peri- 
odieals. 
It nmst.be noted that as a 
general rule the Chinese papers do 
not publish articles hearing on ques­ 
tions of actual and practical ¡» olitics, 
so that there are in tho empire no 
opposition or semiofficial organs. 
They usually are satisfied with pub­ 
lishing an eclectic review of affairs. 
They are read in the most faraway 
province.- 
The Shanghai News’ cir­ 
culation is about 15,000 daily num­ 
bers. and that of the Canton Ga­ 
zette amounts to 3,000 numbers. 
Sine» » lssr* the Shanghai News pub­ 
lished an illustrated weekly supple­ 
ment, which is a very curious speci­ 
men of Chinese art in that line. Bo- 
sides those native papers in Chinese 
there are some printed in English 
at Hongkong, a few in Portuguese 
at Macao and one German paper at 
Shanghai —New York Tribune. 


Anim at Fur. 
Fur is ft threadlike fiber, which 
grows out of tho pores of the skins 
of animals. It grows in length from 
the root, and not from the top, as 
with vegetable 
productions. 
The 
lower portion merely lengthens out, 
and the top projects forward, conse­ 
quently, if once out, it will always 
remain blunt. It is tubular and fill­ 
ed with oil, which gives to the fiber 
its color. 
In addition to the oil it 
contains 
mineral 
matter, among 
which are sulphur and iron. 
A close 
examination of the fiber will, to a 
certain extent, show the section of 
the country tin» animal inhabits. 
The short and crisp, with an oval or 
angular cross section, indicates trop­ 
ical growth; the long and soft, with 
circular cross section, a northern 
climate. 
The fibers from different 
parts of the same animal have a dif- 
D ront structure and value, that 
which is taken from the back of a 
land animal being the finest, while 
the reverse is true of the animal 
which confines itself mostly to wa­ 
ter, the belly being much finer than 
tho back.
